i. In reference g the Chief of Naval Intelligence nace 
recomendations for a joint undertaking by the JCs 
ageneies end CiG in the preparaticn cf a professional dictionary 
of intelligence terms to be standardized for all federal intelligence 
agencies. 


2. In its interdepartmental relations, as well as in internal 
procedures, the Central Intelligence Group has encountered numerous 
instances of uncertainty in the use of various intelligence terns, 
and on several occasions differences in usage have caused als- 
understandings which have advernely affected negotiations with the 
IAS agencies. 


3+ For some tine C1G has been engeged in asceabling those 
terms which appear to revuire clarification, and in some esses has 
eetablished definitions te which the IAs agenciea have bean requested 
to adhere in order to prevent possible misunderstanding in inter« 
departaental coordination plans and directives. Jt ia therefore 
obvious that the inclusion of intelligence terms in tue "Jcint 
Dictionsry of Taman for Aray-Navy Uwe" will provide a sctential 
source of confusion unless the definitions are flret integrated «ith 
usages currently prevailing in the Central Intelligence Group. 
Many months ago the CI@ recomended certain reviniens to intelligerce 
terms considered for inclusion in the Joint Dictionary, but since 
that time it appears that several adiitic.al terme have been added 
without C1G conelderation. 


& it Le therefore strongly advocated that the recoamendations 
of the Chief of Naval Intelligence be accepted, and all intelligence 
terms be witidrawm from the daint Dictionary pending completion of a 
professional cictionary of intelligence terms by Joint J1C-Cl@ action. 
Upon completion of the intelligence dictionary, euch terms appearing 
therein desired for inclusion in the "Joint Dictlenary of Terms for 
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Avay-Hary tee" can then be incorporated, If it is felt thet 

this procedure will unduly deley publication of the Joint Dictionary, 
the only sccaptable alternative would be permanently to withcraw 
from it all intelligence teras which are of uncertain application. 


S If the JIC approves « joint undertaking with Cid for 
preparation of an intelligence dictionary, tue CIG will take steps 
to proours the services of a trained and qualified lexicegra her 
as recommended by the Chief of Neval Intelligence.
